.\t dawn of day, niarshalle<l and accoutred, they .set forth for Ilochelaga. Au Indian i)atli leil through 
the forest which covered the site of Montreal. Proceeding on their way they were met hy an Indian chief 
with his retinue, who welcomed them, and received in relurn presents ol two haUhets, two knives and 
a i-nu'ifi\, the latter of wliiiii lie was invited to kiss. Piesenth tliey issued forth upon o]ieii fields co\ered 
far and near with rii)ened mai/.e — its leaves rustling, its yellow grains gleaming between the parted husks.

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willi an|ud>ns and i^litleriui; lialhcrl. hclincl and cuirass : — were tlic niarvcllnus strangers <lc'niiK*>ds or men ? 
Then the natives hmuj^lit their aged, sick, l)hnd and maimed and phiced tliem hetnre Cartier, "As if,'' lie 
says, *'a j^od had come down to cure tliem." His skill in medicine lieinj^ far helow the emergency, he 
])ronounced over his ])etitioners a porli(tn ul the (lospel of St. John, made tlie sign of tlie cross and uttered 
a prayer, not for llieir bodies only, hut for their miserahle souls. After distrihuling presents. Cartier 
ascended to the top of the neiglihorjng moiuilain. guided l>y a troop of Indians. Slamling on the summit, 
he gave it the name of Mount Royal — Moiit Ritil. llenrc the name of llie i^ity which now holds the site 
of the vanished llochelaga. lie there beheld that noble prospect whicli to this day is the dehghl of toinists ; 
but strangely changed since* first of white men. the Breton voya^^tur, ga/ed upon it. 

The late Hon. Thomas Darcy McCice celebrated this famous event in ringing verse: —

A war had lirokeii out after Cartier's \isit, 
duriiii; which the town was taken and lnu'ned, its inhabitants massacred or carrie<l into cai)tivit>'. (Inided 
b\ two at;ed Indians, Chaniiilain ascended Mount Ro\;d and learned tVoni them the sorrowful stor\' of the 
destruction of their nation. This tra,i;ic history, as related to Champlain 1)\ his ,i;nide, and preserved as 
a tradition anions; the ri'nuiant of the Ilurous who escajied the catastro]ihe of the war of extermination 

wa);ed atjainst them b\ the Irocpiois. has been presi-ixed b\- I'eter !)oo\entate 

Clarke, the historian of the Ilurous, and himself a descendant of the tribe. 

This auli n'- tells how Ilurous and Seuecas liwd iii jieace and friendship 

to_i;ether at IIochela,i;a for man\ .generations, Tlie\- intermarriid and 

had no cause for (|uarrel, till, I'or some rea.^on, a Senei'a chief refused 

his sou iJcrmission to wed a maiden of the other tribe. luna.ned at 

the action of the stern parent, the lad\- refused all otTers ol' marriat;;e, 

and (leclareil she would onlv wed the warrior who should slay the 

chief who had interfered with lur happiness. .\ younj; \\'>andote, 

smitten b\- her charms, attacked the old chief and receixed the cowted 

reward. The .Seuecas, howexer, adopted the cause of tluir chief and 

a terrible Iratricid.il war spread desolation throUL;hout the Huron 

coiuitr\ , nor did it cease till the Iroquois had complelel\- broken up and 

almost exterminated the Hnrons. The story of this heroine of the forest 

has been compared to that of Helen and the fate of IIochela,i;a to the siej^e 
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and ruin ol" Troy. It forms Ur- snhjcct of a jiocni l)y a Canailian author, wlio, with a modesty unusual 
in his chis.s, ha.s refrained from publication. 
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X 'rill'", suinuKr of \i<\\ Sanuiel de Chamiilain who had founded Ouehi'e, those 
the site and cleared the <;rouud for an extendeil tradini; post at Montreal. It 
wa-- immediate]) aliove a small stream, now running under arelies of masonr\ , 
and entering the St. Lawrence at I'ointe-a Calliere. where the Custom House now 
stands, within the i)resenl cil\ . lie called it IMace Uoyale : and hereon the 
margin of the ri\er, he hiult a wall ot' bricks made on the spot, in order to 
measure " ice-shoNe " in the si)ring. It was duriiii.; this \isit that Chami)Iain, 
the most intrepid of explorers, ran the Lachine rapids with Indians in a hark 
canoe. He was the third while man who jierformed this feat. ( )ne of his 
l>redecessors, howe\er, wa.s ilrowned in the perilous adventure. Chamiilain did 
not carr\- out his intention of founding a settlement in Montreal. In i6i,^ he 
appeared at St. Helen's Island, and from there started on his wonderful expedi- 
tion ol" exploration up the ( )lta\va riwr to the great lakes. Concerning this 
exlraordinar\- man, I'arkman sa>s : "Of the pioneers of the North .\merican 
forests, his name stands foremost on the list. It was he who struck the deej)est 
and boldest stroke into the heart of their pristine barbarism. .\t Chaulilly, at 
I'ontainebleau, at Paris, in the cabinets of princes and of royalty itself mingling with the proud vanities 
of the court ; then lost from sight in the dei)ths of Canada, the coini)anion of savages, sharer of their toils, 
privations and battles, more hardy, patient and bold than they ; ,snch, for successive years, were the 
alternations ol' this man's life," 
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III liis "History of Canada, " Dr. Kin^'sfonl coniiiarcs Cliaiiiplaiii to Julius C;L>ar, "with whose 
exi'(.-ll(.-iicies and j;inin> lie hears slroni; rilationship, nnalloyed h\- those vices and that social iletonnity 
which inark'd K<iinan lite." It has also heeii ohsirved that had Chainplain's representations loiuid lavor, 
and had nieaii> I eeii i^iveii liiin to enlorte his policy, it seems almost a inalttM of certaiiit\' that New 
JMaiHc wdulil h.i\e s;ro\\n into a sironi;, permanently estahlished i)ower. 

A statue oi'de Maisonneuve is aljout to he i>lace(l in the 
Place d'Annes to commemorate the founding of the citv. 
lUit as we ha\e seen, it was Chainiilain who first selected 
and cleared the site. To his memory more than to that of 
an\ other man of p'rench Canada, suih recognition is due. 
Nowhere in the i-onntr\- is there a momuiKiit to the i;reatest 
of l"'reiich iiovernors. N'o memorial exists to teach the youth 
of the Iiominion what excellence there is in a iiohle, honest 
life, marked hy dexotion to dnt\ , and an utter disrei;ard of 
sell. The greatest iiRinorial of Champlain we ])ossess is a 
cninpkte edition ot his works, edited 1)_\ the late Rev. Ahhe 
I.averdieie. lihrarian of Laval I'niversity, which was puh- 
lished, in \s.(n)--u, hy Mr. C.eo. Iv Desharats, entirely at his 
own e\i)ense. The absence of a memorial, says Dr. Kint;sf()rd, will ])rove no detraction from his virtue.s, nor 
lessen the character of his actions. Champlain's name is iiniierishahly in the first and foremost ])a^es of hi.s 
connlis s histor\ : it is that of a man of i^cuius. of pure and untarnished honor ; the true fouiuler of Canada. 
Montreal was formally founded on the 14th of ( )ctoher, 11.41. hy de Maisoiiiieuve, who took pos.session 
of the site, and returned to Ouehec. The Jesuits were said to have loiij; contemplated a settlement here. 
As early as 1030 I'eie le Jeuue mentions the C.raiid Sault St. Louis as one of the sites for the cities of

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seoratt'd uiuk-v llie i\i\mv of \'ilk' Marie. The .spot (.-liosfn for the ceremony was near the tnol ol the niciuntain. 
There were at that time seareely more tlian tluie Innulreil Frencli ])e()ple in the whole <>! Canada, 

Thcin,L;li the lounchitidH- of the fntnre imperial citv of the North were tluis laid with pious ceremonies 
liy a lew hardy pioneers, deep in the heart of the jtrimeval forest, it did not lack assistance, M"" Jeanne 
Mance, wlio.^-e memory is still jireserved in the street nomenclature ot' the city, accompanied the ex- 
pedition for the fonndini; of \'ille-.Marie, carry- 
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ini; with her, for that object, a >um e(|ual in 
amount to ali(.)Ut Sjsc.ooo ot our i)resenl mone\ , 
This sum had heeii donated li> the widow ol a 
former suiierinteudeut of linanci.' in Trance, Ma- 
dame de iiouiUnu. 

The exiiedition ciaisistiuL; of l"ifty->e\'en per 
-i)n>, safel>- reached it^ destination. Tents were 
l)itclu-d, camji fnes li<;hle<l, an altar was extenr 
porisvd and nia>v celelir.ited li\- h'ather X'iniont, 
The enclosiu'c was then commenced, and in a 
few da\s, in JIn first di'si;,;n, w,is comjilcti-'d, 
Snli.se(|uenlly, Madame de liouillon's endowment 

' "" ' look the form of a stone liuildiu'j, outside thi' 

]iickets. which, a> the Ilfitel Dien Hospital, ntaini-d its identilv to within the last thirt\- \e,ns. This ho>]iital 
has since L;i\en way to the commercial rei|uiremi,nts of the citv, and has heen transferred to the northern 
part ol" Montreal, where its extensive huildiui^s occui)\- •'" iniposiui; site. In a (juarter of a centurv the fort 
known as ,Ste, Marie was established at the foot of the current, and there was a fortified outpost at 
I'onit .St. Charles, near the spot wIkmc X'ictoria lirich^e spans the St. Lawrence. 
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IK- Maisoniicuve was not disturbed at first. He had completed his stockades and built his houses 
before tlie Iroquois had become aware of this new encroachment on their iiunting j^rounds. The enmity 
of tile Iroquois to the French, even at that early date, had become implacable, owing to Champlain and 
his successors haviu;^ sided with Ihe Hurons in the great tribal war alreadv mentioned. How the Iroquois 

harra.ssed the little garrison in the wil- 
derness has been often related and forms 
one t)f the most stirring chapters in 
Canadian hislorw 

The Irocjuois did not disco\er the 
settlement of \'ille-Marie till 1643, when 
an Ali;()n(|uin pursued 1)\- them took re- 
fuge within its walls. .Shortly after^vards 
a i)art\ of si.\ unarmed men sawing wood 
were attacked. Tiiree were kille<l and 
three carried into captivity. I-'rom that 
forth for fift>- \ears the infant cit>- had 
to fight for its existence. On one occa- 
Nion, in i.s.SJ. a small band of l''renchmen 
K,,\,u M. 1..KIA n..MiiAi defeated a body of two hundred Ircxpiois 

in tile ueighlxirhnod ol" the citv. Tradition marks the Place d'Armes as the s])iit where Maisonneuxe 
himself had a terrible hand-to-liand encounter with the Iroipiois, from which he came out \ictorious. The 
LMuun])-de-Mars is still used as a military paraile ground. The .soldier> of Trance, the Continentals of 
the revolted colonies and liritish troops have trod this historic ground. The savage Iro(pi()is have held 
their war dances on it. Now the Court Hou.se, in which the law is administered to French and Ivnglish 
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alike, <)\-crl()()ks llic place, aiui, 
near l)\-, the City Hall rears its 
(loine. Tlirout^liout this terrible 
period the i^arrisoti of \'ille- 
Marie was never str()iii;er than 
tlfl\- men, who held their post with 
nnjiaralleled t;allantr\- aj^ainst 
treniendons odds. The Indian 
allies of the l'"rench, the Hurons, 
were practicallv annihilated, and 
no aid eanie to the dex'oted ,^ar- 
rison IVoni iM'ance. 

It was in this extremity that 
M"'' Mance had a.i;reed to place 
in the hands of de Maisoinien\e 
22. (Od francs, received from Ma- 
dame llonillon for the hns])ital. 
H\ this payment the hospital oh- 
taineil the ground, now cox'ered 
with houses and known as St. 
Ann's Ward, held by them oi fi,l\ 
as l''ief Nazareth, for manv \ears. 

Durin.i; this i)eriod of anxiet\' the heroi<' ejiisode, in which Dollard and his sixteen comp 
themselves to an enterjirise which proved certain death, took place. These yount; men

None of the sexenleeu e\er returned to tell 
tlie tale. Tlu' news was hrdui^ht li\ a Huron to Montreal, 
who declared all the I'rcuch were kilkd, hut caused siu'h 
slaUL;htei' that the Iroquois were euahled to asi'end o\er 
the l)0(lii-s of their dead into the old ])alisade fort which 
the Imxmu'Ii were defending.;. 

TIk- "Romance of Dullard" is related liy Mary 
Ilartwell Catherwoiid in the {'nihuv Miii^ahii ol' tlie 
the \ear is,S,S-Sc), who, at the conclusion of her charminj; 
narralix'e, writi'S : " i)ollard has heen the darliui; of his 
IK-ople for more than two and a (piarter centuries. ( )n e\'er\' niidsunmier da\-. when the festixal of St. 
Jean l>a]iliste is kept with ])a,!L;eaut, music, hanmrs. and lout;' ])rocessions, when thousands tdioke the streets, 
and triumphal arch after ariii lift masses of llowers to the June sun ; when inx'eution has taxed itself to 
carry heautil'ul lixin^; i);clures hefore the nuiltitude, then there is always a taMeau to I'omniemorate the 
heroes of the Lout; Sault. If \oun;; children oi' strani;ers ask wlui was Dollard. an\ I'reuchnian is readv to 
answer: 'lie was a man cif conrai^eous heart: lie s.ued Canada from the Iro(|uois.' The dullest soul is 
stirred to passionate accl.mialion .is tlu rhexalier and his sixteen men t;o 1)\." 
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In i<'(>;-, Uk' Ciiiuiiaiis nf Moiitrual sdld llR-ir ris;lits to tliu St,'ininar\- of St. Suli)icc, wliidi has hci-ii 
associated witli (.'vcry iiiriikiit in tiif historv' dl the citw and which still idains nindill(.'(l siii^nmial ri,i;ht-^ 
over the island. 
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In if'ijj the population had in- 
rreasfd to 1,520, and in tlie following 
N'cars tliL' city was regularly laid out 
in .street.^, while suhurlis began to 
,s])ring up outside the walls. About 
the same time the village of La- 
prairie, on the south shore opposite, 
was founded by a number of Christ- 
ian Iro(|U(iis. vSubseipiently they 
removed to Caughuawaga, a little 
further up the river, where their de 
cendants remain to the jtresent time, 
living according to their ancient 
customs and protected by treat)- 
rights. 

The terrible Indian war was not 
checked till the Martpiis de Tracy 
arrived from the West Indies with a 
portion of the Cariguan regiment in 
ififi.s. He also brought one hundred 
and twelve male and female emi- 
ilh horses, shee]), and a large supply of agricultural implements. Forts were erected at .Sorel, 
and .Sle. Thercse. De Trac\ followed up these operations by invading the Mohawk country 
uid indicted such severe punislnnent on that haughty tribe, that famine and small])o.\ spread 
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amoiiL;; IIriu and broke tlicir powtr coinpli-lely. War, howcxxr, con 
timiL'il to hf waged hulwccn tlie ImliioIi and Iui}!;li,sli colonists and 
tlicir allies. In i'hjd, an expedition, consistins^ of two hundred I'-rench 
and Indians, set out from Montreal on snowshoes and fell upon a 
Dutch settlement at vSchenectady, puttint; all therein to fire and 
sword. In retaliation, a force of thirteen hundred men, under (k-neral 
Winthrop and Major .Schuyler, was ecpiipped for a mo\'ement on 
Montreal, hy way of Lake Ciiamplain. while a lleet was despatched 
again.st Quebec under command of Sir William I'hi])s. The former 
accomjilished nothing, owing to the difficulties of the march, and were 
easily re])ulsed, while the defeat of the latter hy l-'rontenac is one of 
the most brilliant ])ages in the liistorv of New iMauce. 

A great ])eace was concluded at Montreal m the \ear 1700-1 
between the Ir()(|uois on the one side and the llurons. ( )ttawas, 
.\benakis and .\lgoni|uins on the other. The fortilK-alions were, 
however, continued, and. by ijjj, the cit\' was surrounded b\- a stone 
wall, with bastions and regular works. The narrow street called 
lM)rtificalion Lane marks the line of the old defence on the land side, 
demolished in iNoS. Tiie citadel stood on Dalhousie Si|Uare. It was 
the town. The Marl of D.dliousie granted the site to the cit\- and the land 



tlKii ;i lii.gh hill o\erlookiu 
was leveled, as at ])resent. 

After the fall of Uuebec in 1760. Montreal became the last stronghold of I'Veuch power in America, 
and was soon in\-ested b\- the Uritish on all sides. (K-ner.al Muiray moved from Ouebec, while Colonel 
Ilaxiland ad\-anced his troops from Crown Toinl, on Lake Ciiam]>lain. and up the Kiclulieu Kivc-r. At 
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the same time Sir Jeffrey Amlierst, Commaiuler-iii-Cliief, 
set out trom Albaiix to ()s\vei;<), wliere he took boats to 
transport liis troo])s to Montreal. W'iien lie reaelied La- 
ehiiie, llavihiud was master of tlie soutli shore opposite 
the eity, and Miirra\ ocenpiec' tlie territnr>- to the foot of 
tlie island. Levis had fired iiis last musket, N'audreuil 
had exhausted his diiilomac-)-, and there only remained 
t(i he enacted the final scene ol capitulation, \vherel)_\' the 
fairest colony of I-'rance was transferred to (Ireat Uritain. 
As liancroft. the historian, sa\s of W'olfe'^ \ictor\-, "this 
crownint; act ,i;ave to the I'!n.i;lish tonj^ue and the institu- 
tions of the Ciermanic raci.' the nneNi)lored and seemingly 
infinite North and West." 

It is not known exai'tl> where this impressi\e e\-enl 
took place. Most historians locate it at the Chateau de 
]\ame/a> , on Xotre-Dame street, corner Jaci|ues-Cartier .S(|uare, the oHicial residi-nce of the Manpiis of 
X'audreuil, (lowrnor (icneral. There is, howe\'er, a local tradition, that the articles of surrender were 
sii;iie(l in a small firm house on the Cote-(les-Neijj;es road, heliind the mountain, which was dcstroved li\ 
fire a few \ears a,i;o, hut the walls of which are still standiuj;. 

This capitulation included the va>t countr\- exteiidin.i; from the fishing stations of the (iulf ol' St, 
Lawrence to Michii;an au<l Illinois. The rei;ular I'"ri-uch troops, aiuountiui; to 4,111.0, were ])ei milted 
to march out I'rom their se\-eral posts with all the honours of war and to he afterwards con\-e\ed to h'raut'c. 
The militia, nund)erin>; over ifi.ooo, were cllowed to return unmolested to their homes. To the iidiahilants 
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till.' lav t'xcrrisv of llicir ulij^ioii was );i;mUil, a^ well as 
the muli, St nil It'll ])nssessi(»ii (if tlu'ir iirii]>iTt>' and sla\'cs, 
anil UK' same comnii-rfial |iri\iki;es whic ' 
colonists cnjo\e(l

int; of his ajiproach, drew together two hundred ami filly 
local militia, chieflN' l",n,>;lish and ImvucIi, and. with lhirt\' 
men of the 2<.)\\\ Re.<;iment. jirepared for delence. .\lleu. 
howe\'er, instead of iiroceedinu; at once to Montri-al, took 
possession of some houses in the neij^hlioriiood, where he 
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wa^. sunouiuk-cl irxI clay and compelled to sunx-iider, alter a loss of five killed and 
ten wonnded. Allen and his men were s' :it prisoners to luis^land. where they were 
eonlined in IV-ndennis Castle. 

During the last days of October, Mo;itgomer>- appeared before Montreal, which, 
heini; short of provisicjns and ammnnition. was compelled to capitulate. The jrarrison 
was allowed to march out with the honors of war, and Montreal was taken ])ossession 
of in the name of the Continental Coni^ress. The citv w;is occupied durinj^ the winter 
li\' the Americans, and lienjamin h'ranklin, with a brother ol" Charles Carroll, of 
CarroUton, \isited the city to inilnce the Canadians to join in the rebellion. They 
failed in their purpose, however, principally- owini; to the firm stand taken by the 
Catholic cler.n'N" against them. They signalized their stay by establishing a newspa]H'r, 
which is still flourishing — the Montreal (n(:i//>\ The .\mericans were not allowed to 
retain their advantage, lor. in the spring 1777. they ewacuated the cit\- and retired from 
Canada, Montgomerx' Inning been killed in his futile attack on (Jucbec. 

From that lime fnrward the histor\- nf Montreal has been a record of succcs-,t'nl 
i-onuneii'ial enterprise. Her merchants extended their trade far into the North West, 
their ri'Viii^rins j)enetraLing to the Rock\ Mountains and the shores of Hudson's Hay. 
There are e])isodes in *',iis period (>f the liistor_\- of the citw down to iSV', whiih have 
the charm of romain'e, and which were celebrated in man\ local Irailitions. About iS4(i 
steam na\igation was estalilished on the river and upper lakes, .\fterwards railwa\s 
and the dawn of a new era brightened int(j (nil da\light. when a direct railwa\- 



route from Nbmtreal to the Pacific, on the one side, and to the Atlantic on the other, was opened, 
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Ainoii.t; tliciSL- whnsc luiiucs arc coiiiK-ctcd willi llii.' t-aiiy liistors' ol Moiilreal, thcru is none around whose 
UK'niory a i^rcater lialo of ronian-jL- is cast tlian Sicur <lc la Salic. He l)clic\-c(l that the way to China lay 1)>' 
the vSt. Lawrence and the threat lakes, and when he made liis settlement at tlie (irand Sault .St. Louis, just 
above Montreal, he named it Lacliine. lie abandoned that place, however, to explore llie far West. He 
built the fort at Catanu|ui, and thus founded the i)rcsent city of Kingston. He also navigated Lake Ontario, 
and built I'ort Niagara at the mouth of that river. In his wanderings in the land of the Illinois, he pitched 
upon the present site of Chicago as a trading ]>nst, disco\ered the Missi-'si])pi. and was murdered b\- his 
own folhiwers, after tracing the I'atlur of Waters to where it cm])ties into the (iulf of Mexico. 

Lachine was the starling i)oint on this exentful journey into the unknown wilderness. La Salle's 

whole party cf)nsisted of tweut> -foiu' men with seven canoes. These 
were the first ])ioueers ol' the great West. Of La vSalle, I'arkuian 
writes : " Hesct bv a throng of enemies, he stands, like the King 
of Israel, head and shoulders o\er Ihcm all. He was a lower of 
adanumt, against wliosi' iniprci^uable front hardshi]) and da.ngcr, the 
rage of man and the elements, the southern sun, the northern blast, 
fatigue, famine and disease, dela>s, (lisaii])ointment. and defeircd 
hope emjUied their tpiivers in vain. That very pride which, Cario- 
lanus-like, declared itself most sternly in the thickest press of foes, 
has in it s(miething to challenge admiration, Never under the im 
penetrable mail of paladin or crusader beat a heart of more intrepid 
mettle than within the stoic panoplv that armed the breast of La 
Salle. To estimate aright the marvels of his patient fortitude, one 
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must follow on his track tliroiiL;;li the vast scenes of his interminable journexini^s, those thousands of \vear\' 
miles f)f forest, marsh and river, where, ai;ain and asjjain, in the bitterness of baffled slrivint;, the nnliriui; 
])il,<;rini pushed onward towards the t;oal he was never to attain. America owes him an enduriui; memory ; 
for, in this masculine figure, .slie sees the pioneer who guided her to her richest heritage."

The village lounded by La Salle, nine miles abow 
Montreal, has other and gloomier 
memories. Two hundred \ears /---Tp? 
ago the Iro(|uois massacred ^""Mh: 

the inhaiiitants and deNoted their 
homes to the flames. Three causes 
may be s,ud to ha\e led up to 
this massacre. l''irsl, in the \ear 
I'lS;, the l'"rencli governor, M, <K- 
I)enon\ille, according to instructions recei\'ed 
from the Court of I'rance, seized a number of 
Iro(jnois chiefs, whom he h;id induceil tn come to 
Catara(|ui, as if to a conference, and sent them 
off to I'rance, wiiere the\- were ])ul to work in 
the king's galley's like convicts, Tlie second 
t'ause was the se\'ere I'hasti.sement intlicted 'b\- de 
Denonville on the Senecas, who were the most 
numerous, if not the bravest, of the I'ive Xations. 
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The seizure of their chiefs and the defeat of the Seiiecas 
roused the ferocity of the other tribes. They attacked the 
fortified j^laces and ravaged the settlements along the Riche- 
lieu, and were with difficulty driven off. In the meantime, 
word was sent out from the kings of Kngland and P'rance 
instructing their colonial governors to abstain from hostile 
acts against each other, and also to .see that their Indian 
allies did the .same. 

Accordingly the English governor advised the Iroc|Uois 
chiefs to make peace with the French on the following 
terms : Compensation to the Senecas, the restoration of the 
Iroquois who had been carried off to France, as well as 
other captives, the demolition of F'orts Niagara anci Fron- 
tenac. De Denonville met the Iroquois deputies at Three 
Rivers, and agreed to their terms in reference to prisoners 
and forts ; but the other points were not .settled, and the 
Iroijuois returned for further instructions from their own 
people. On their wa>- they were met by a certain renowned 
Huron chief, named Kondiaronk ( I,e Rat), who, with his 
followers, suddenly fell upon them — killing and wounding 
several before he would listen to their protestations that 
they were a peace party on their way home. Pretending to 
l)e nuicli surprised at this, he assured them that he was 
acting under orders received from the governor himself. 
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The Iroquois acted just as 
huruing with revenge for 
the supposed wrong done 
to them. The efforts of 
' ' I^e Rat ' ' to prevent the 
Iro(|uois and Frencli from 
coming to terms were l)Ul 
too successful, and a terri- 
ble act of revenge an<l 
slaughter was resolved 
upon, which culminated in 
the massacre of Machine. 

Months ])assed awa\'. 
in doubt and uncertainly, 
and with the 14th of July, 
1689, came the news that 
the mother countries were 
now at war with each 
other i n con.sequence of 
James II. taking refuge at 
St. Germains, and the 
colonial governors were 
released from their former 
orders. As a storm gi\es 



' I,e Rat" had anticipated ; they were completely deceived, and returned home 
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warning of its approach, so did the 
fury, which was about to hurst 
upon the unfortunate colonists, 
begin to show itself by certain 
movements among the Iroquois 
tribes. Pcre de Lamberville and 
LeMoyne de Lonj^ueuil were sent 
to (|uiet, if possible, the liostih. 
feeling of the .Senecas ; but they 
failed to produce any effect upon 
the chiefs. Quietly, but surely, the 
Irotjuois went on with the prepar- 
ations for their bloody work. The 
4th of August, ifiSg, dawned clear 
and beautiful, as only a Canadian 
suninier day can. A cloudless sky 
looked down upon the liajipy bonus 
of the peaceful little village, nest- 
ling [below the woods and fringing 
the l)anks of the broad St. Law- 
rence. The cheerful clatter of the sa/'o/s of the hou.sewife as .she moved to and fro on her errands, the joyous 
shouts of the children as they mingled at plaj*. and the distant murmur of men's \'oices as they worked in 
the fields, were the only .sounds tliat broke upon the .stillness of that quiet .scene. No thought of cruel, 
treacherous foe, lurking on the other side of the river, with hand gras])ing tomahawk and poisoned arrow, 
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came to disturb the minds of the people. Night, with its creeping shadows, came on ; dark angry 

clouds swept the sky, the wind moaned drearily through the trees, the waves rose and fell with 

a sullen sound on the shore. Darker grew tlie night, fiercer and wilder howled the wind around 

that doomed village. And then, amidst a storm of rain and hail, ninnerous canoes glided 

forth from their hiding place and shot across the water. No sooner had they . 

touched the land than out leaped hundreds of savage warriors, who, with 

stealthy step, grouped themselves around each home. No cry from sentinel 

arose to warn those doomed ones of the aweful fate which was about 

to overtake them. If some nervous .sleeper did awake and listen 

for a moment with that nameless dread of some impending calamity, 

"it was but the noise of the .storm," he .said and .sleepily laid down 
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again — to wake to what ? To the yell 
of the Indian war-whoop, to tlie glare 
of burning houses and the .shrieks 
of men and women as thej- were 
hurled into the flames, or fell be- 
neath the tomahawk. Tlie cruelties 
committed on that awful night were 
indescribable. Never l)efore or since 
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has so terriblf a tragt'dy (xrurred in Canada. Tlie few who escaped 

were cut down as tliey fled on their way to Montreal. The 

ruin and havoc extended for miles and miles. Not a 

liome was left standin},^ Ivven to the gates of Montreal, 

all were burned. 

\vi\'H.s I'OK si'.'r'ri.i'.Ks. 

It seems that in the early settlement of the country 
it was found advi.sahle to ship considerable numbers of 
the fair .sex, as has been done in still later days, to pro- 
vide wives for the settlers. The girls were .selec 1 in 
France by nuns, wiio accom])anied them to Qui nd 

Montreal. Haron La I lontan gives an amusing a^ 3f 

these consignments, .sent out in 1684 to be married to the 
men of the Carignan regiment which had been disbanded 
in the colony. "After the reduction of these troops," he writes, "many ve.s.sels loaded 
with girls were sent out under the direction of .some old beguines, who divided them into 
three clas.ses. These damsels were, so to si)eak, ])iled uj), the one on the other, in three 
different chambers, where the husbands cho.se their wives, in the same manner as the butcher goes to choose 
his sheep in the middle of the flock. There was material to content the fantastical in the diversity of 
girls in those three seraglio.s — for there were to be seen there tall and short, fair and brown, fat and lean, in 
.short, every one found a shoe to fit his foot. At the end of fifteen days not one remained. I have been told 
that the fattest were the soonest carried off, l)ecau.se it was imagined that being less active, they would have 
more trouble to leave their housekeeping, and would better resist the great cold of the winter ; but many

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THE OLD FRP:XCH REGIME. 

In his ".Pioneers of France in the New World," 
Francis Parknian mournfully reviews in the following 
strain the vanished glories of old France in her former 
vast dominions in America : 

"The French dominion is a memory of the i)ast ; 
and when we invoke its departed shades, they rise 
upon us from their graves in strange romantic guise. 
Again their ghostly camp-fires seem to burn, and a 
fitful light is cast around on lord and vassal and black- 
robed priest, mingled with wild forms of savage war- 
riors, knit in close fellowship on the same errand. A 
boundless vi.sion grows upon us ; an untamed conti- 
nent ; vast wastes of forest verdure ; mountains silent 
in primeval sleep ; river, lake and glimmering pool ; 
wilderness oceans mingling with the .sky. Such 
was the domain which France conquered for civiliza- 
tion. Plumed helmets gleamed in the shade of its 
forests ; priestly vestments in its dens and fastnes.ses 
of ancient barl)arism. Men steeped in antitjue learn- 
ing, pale with the clo.se breath of the cloister, here 
spent the noon and evening of their lives, ruled .savage 
'hordes with mild, paternal sway, and stood serene 
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before the direst shapes of death. Men of courtly nurture, heirs to the polish of a far-reaching ancestry, 
here, with their dauntless hardihood, put to shame the boldest sons of toil." 

PI.ACKS OF INTEREST. 

There are many places in Montreal, 
not mentioned in the foregoing pages, well 
worthy a visit. Place d'Armes, the original 
"God's Acre," where the first pioneers 
were buried, afterwards became the great 
square of the walled city, and is now a 
handsome railed enclosure with trees and 
a fountain. Facing it on tlie south is the 
Church of Notre Dame. This is one of the 
largest edifices of the kind on the continent, 
the largest being the Catliedral of Mexico. 
It is 255 feet long and 135 broad. This 
church cost $1,000,000. The ground floor 
is covered with pews, capable of seating 
10,000 person^ lie galleries will hold 

about 3,000 more. To .see this church 
crowded, as is the case at the Frtc Dicii or 
Corpus L'/in's/i, at Chri.stmas Midnight Mass, or any other particular holiday, is a most imposing si^lit, and 
one that can never be forgotten by the spectator. The great organ in this church is admitted to be, not 
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only the largest, but also the finest instninient in America. Several \ears were needed to build and 
complete it. All who are so fortunate as to hear its magnificent strains cannot hut feel an appreciation 
worthy its workmanship and perfection. It is said to ha\-e cost S.so.ooo. In the rear of the grand altar 
is the new Xotre-Danie Chapel, unequalled on this continent and erected at a cost of about 5300,000. 
The two towers of Notre-Dame are each 220 high, and its great bell weighs 29,40 > lbs. In the north-east 
tower are a chime of bells, while the north-west one contains the giant bell, which is named (iivs Hoitidoii 
from its deep bass tone. This tower is alwa\s open to the public on the payment of a small fee. and from 

its summit a most magnificent view is obtained. In the far 
distance the blue hills of \'ermonl tower uji: a magnificent 
plain stretches miles and mile> on either hand covered with 
culti\-ated farms : the splendid Ri\er .St. Lawrence, two 
miles wide, intervening, crossed b\- the tubuLir bridge, and 
stretching awa>-, like a silver thread, in the far-off distance. 
Next to Xotre-Daiue Church is the Seminar_\- of St. 
Sulpice, built over two hundred vcirs ago in the Ronian- 
escpie style of architecture, with its ancient clock still telling 
the hours, as it has for generations, and the eld wall, origin- 
ally built and loopholed for defence against the Indians, standing by the busy tlioroughfare. The Hank 
of Montreal on the opposite, or northern, side of the scpiare, with its loft\ Corinthian jiillared portico, 
shares with the vSeminary of St. vSulpice the envied distinction of being the wealthiest monetary institutitm 
in America. The frescoing of the interior of the bank on the ground fioor is exceedingl}- artistic and 
contains a number of historic pieces. The buildings on this S(|uare and in its neighborhood are among 
the finest in America : the city Post Office, the New York Life Insurance, the Imperial Life Insurance 
and Royal Insurance Companies, the Jacipies-Cartier Hank, the Hanque Xationale, etc. 
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Montreal is a city of churches. To inspect them all, or nearly all, would well repay the tourist for his 
time and trouble. Principal among them are Christ Church Cathedral ' An,i;lican ), considered one of the 
finest .specimens of Gothic architecture on the continent ; the new Methodi.st Church on ,St. Catherine .street; 

St. Peter's Cathedral (Roman Catholic), Dominion 
vSquare, a mo.st impo.sing .structure, and fac-simile of 
vSt. Peter's at Rome, l)ut only one-half its dimensions ; 
the Church of the Gcsu, Bleury street. The frescoing 
in this beautiful edifice is said to be unetiualled in 
America. The Chapel of Notre- Dame de Lourdes and 
the Chapel of Xaznreth Asylum, each unique in its 
way, are gems of architecture and contain paintings of 
the greatest merit and value. Bonsecours Church, the 
oldest in the city, containing a miraculous statue of 
the \'irgin, and associated with tlie heroic era of the 
city's history, .should be vi.sited. 

Old St. Gabriel's Pre.sl)yterian Church, the first 
Protestant place of worship erected in Montreal, still 
stands at the west end of the Chainp-deMars. It is 
now u.sed by the School of Art. In the olden times, 
when the Protestants had no place of worsliip, the 
Recollet b'athers granted them the use of tlieir church on Xotre-Dame street. Modern vandalism demolished 
that structure, endeared to Catholics and Protestants alike, .some years ago. vSt. Patrick's Church, 
Alexander stieet, is a massive building, a.ssociated with the growth of the Irish Calliolic jiopulation of the 
city, which is now estimated as nearly one-third of the total. The Presbyterians have .several magnificent 
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churches, all attended hy 
large congregations, for 
the Scotch in Montreal are 
not only numerous, but 
very wealthy, and, since 
the coni|uest, have contri- 
buted more than any other 
nationality to the business 
development of the city. 

There are three Jewish 
synagogues in the city, 
that recentl\- erected on 
Slan]e\- street being an 
imposing structure in a 
severe style of architec- 
ture, resembling the 
ancient temples of Ivgypt. 

The religious character 
of the city is shown by the 
number ol its convents, 
hospitals and public 
charities, as well as by 
churches and educational 
institutions. 
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The convents of the Congregation of Xotre-Danie 
at Villa Maria, of the Sacred Heart at Hack River, and 
others, have a world-wide fame, and jnqiils come to 
them from all parts of America. 

Among hospitals, the Hotel-Dien, at the northern 
outskirts of the city, is the oldest, most extensive and 
wealthiest. The Ouneral Hospital is founded on the 
broadest principals of philanthropy. The Royal \'ic- 
toria Hospital, in course of construction, is the mag- 
nificent gift to the city l)y two of its leading citizens, 
lyord Mount vStephen and vSir Donald vSniith, K.C.M.Ci. 

Situated in the suburb of \'erdun is the I'rotestant 
Hospital for the Insane, recently erected by private 
subscription, supplemented by a grant from the Pro- 
vincial Government, and intended to supply tlie best 
and mo.st scientific treatment for the cure of iu.sanity. 

The Longue Pointe Asylum, in charge of Catholic 
religious ladies, is a vast institution below Hochelaga 
and beyond the eastern limils of the city. It was de- 
.stroyed by fire in the summer of 1.S90, when .some fifty 
or si.xty of the inmates, including .several of the nuns, 
perished in the flames. 

There are, besides those mentioned, tlie Protestant 
House of Indn.stry and Refuge, the McKay Institute 
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for Protestant I)eaf-Mutes, the Montreal Dispensary, the Ladies' 
Henevolent Institution, the Protestant Infants' Home, the Protestant 
Orphan Asylum, the Harvey Institute, the Women's Protective 
Immigration Society, the University Hospital, and the Western 
Hospital. The Roman Catholic Institutions of a similar character 
are in charge of the sisters of the various religious orders. 

The McGill College University is the principal seat of learning 
in the city, and takes rank with the leading universities of Kngland 
and the United .States. The buildings are surrounded by beautiful 
grounds and contain a fine lil)rary and nui.seuin. 

The Natural History Society has the best museum in the Dom- 
inion. It possesses the " Ferrier Collection " of ligyptian Antiqui- 
ties, said to be the most perfect of the kind in America. The collection of birds is 
very fine and well arranged. Here may also be found a great many books and 
prints relating to the early settlement and history of Canada, with Indian curiosities. 
Perhaps no place in Montreal will better repay a visit than this museum. 

The Presbyterian College of Montreal is devoted to the training of mis.sionaries and 
ministers speaking Knglish, PVench and Gaelic, in connection with the Presbyterian 
Church of Canada. 

The Montreal College and Grand Seminary, or the Seminar>- of St. .Sulpice, on vSherl)rooke street west, 
has a large number of students and professors. There are two courses of study — one for the Church and the 
other for professions. 

Laval University is to the French Catholics what the McGill University is to tlie English and Protest- 
ants of the Province. The chief seat of this institution is at Quebec. 
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St. Mary's College, otherwise called the Jesuits' College, on Hleiiry street, is under the managenient 
of the Jesuit Fathers. 

Villa Maria Convent is the mother house of the .Sisters of the Congregation. It has accommodation 
for a great many pupils. The nuns in this Order make an annual retreat here from all parts of the country. 
The older part of the huilding was formerly known as Monklands, and was at one time the residence of the 
Governor-General of Canada. 

The nuns of the Order of the Sacred Heart have an academy in Montreal, and a very beautilul 
convent at Sault-au-Recollet, six miles distant from the city. This is one of the most popular drives 
in the vicinity of the city, the road being particularly interesting, and the site of the convent extremely 
pictures<|ue. 

The Hochelaga Convent is the mother house of the vSisters of the Order of the Holy Names of 
Jesus and Mary. 

The \'eterinary College. Montreal, posse.s.ses a very impo-tant School of ^'^eterinary .Science, under the 
care of Principal McEachran. Students from a great distance come to attend this college. It has six 
professors besides the principal. 

Board of Art Schools. These are free evening class'fs for drawing. The Montreal school h.as three 
hundred pupils. 

On the grounds of the Montreal College are still standing the old walls and watch-towers l)uilt b\' the 
Sulpicians to defend their habitation from Indian attacks. These relics of olden time are kept in a good 
.state of repair and shown to visitors with pleasure by the good fathers. 

The Art Gallery on Phillips Square contains a .splendid collection of paintings and sculpture. 

Bonsecours Market should be visited on Tuesday or Friday, the great market days. The scene then 
presented is peculiarly characteristic of French Canada and gives a better idea of the habitant — his customs, 
ideas and state of progress than can be had anywhere else. 
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\ot far from lliis faniuits market, on the luovv of tlie sloping liill tliat forms Jacc[Uts-Cartier ,S(iiiarc, 
stands Nelson's pillar, one of the landmarks of the city. Xear by, on the corner of this Sqnare and Nolre- 
Dame street, is the ancient Ciiatean de Ramezay, now an hotel. Tliis building is as.sociatcd with .some of 
the most important events in the history of Canada. Within its venerable walls the final arraii^aMnents were 
made for the withdrawal of the last French garrison in Montreal. It was long occupied as a residence by 
successive commanders of the Hritish forces. (leneral Montgomery made it his headcpiarters when the city 
was held by the Continental troops. The old Government House adjoining the Chateau, now occu])ied l)y 

law c(jurts, was for many \ears the 
residence of successive governors- 
general, and is also associated with 
many stirring historical epi.sodes. 

Victoria bridge, one of the great- 
est, if not the greatest, engineering 
feat of the age, connects the (irand 
Trunk Railway with tiie Island of 
Montreal and the .south shore of the 
y'l^^^H^^^V .Jil!^B^HBl^^Hi^^^Hk.>fl^SES^t@ai^^^^^^^H vSt. Lawrence. It is built of iron 

on the tubular principle. There are 

two long abutments and twenty-four 

piers of .solid masonry. The length

of the stnicturL' was S''. ,^00,000. It is the creation of the same j;eniiis that spanned the Menai vStraits, 
Robert vStepliensoii and A. M. Koss having; been liie eiij^ineers wlio plainied this j;reat work. To look 
from one of tlie openings in tiie centre ])iers on to the .St. Lawrence rusliin^ i)ast in one jjraud stream 
far iielow, swee])inj^ nnder the bridj^e in eddies and whirlpools, or bursting into spirits of angry foam 
as it strikes the shar]) edges of tlie masonry —to look along the sides of the iron tube, which tapers 
away at each end in the distance till it seems a mere rod of metal, one cannot but be astcmnded, not 
only how such a design was carried out, but how it could ever have been conceived as ])racticable. 

Another iron bridge of more mod- 
ern design spans the St. lyawreiice 
at Lachine and connects the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway with Mont- 
real. This bridge illustrates in a 
striking mainier the change that 
has taken place in engineering 
methods of bridge building since the 
erection of the \'ictoria Bridge. It 
is constructed on the cantilever prin- 
ciple : its light, airy, seemingly fra- 
gile spans offer no resistance to the 
wind, and combine the minimum of 
weight with the maximum of .sta- 
bility. This bridge gives MoiUreal 
an alternative transcontinental 
route by rail, and confirms the com- 
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mandiiig position of the citv as the entrepot at the head oi" 
ocean navigation of the commerce of the Ivast and West. 

At Point St. Charles, near the end of \'ictoria Bridge, is a 
plot of gronnd, associated with the terrilile ej^idemic of ship 
fever, as the hnrying ground ol the victims. The fence aI)out 
the ])lot is hardly well kept. In the centre is an enormous 
boulder, called the " Immigrants' Memorial .Stone," taken from 
the l)ed of the St. Lawrence river and erected on a foundation 
of .stone work by the workingmen em])loyed in the construction 
of Mctoria Bridge. It bears the following in.scription :

This beautiful, wooded and historic island, in the centre of 
the ri\-er, directly opposite the cit\-, was named alter tlie wife of 
Champlain. It was for a long time the property of the Longneuil family, from whom it was purchased by the 
Britisii Goveriunent ibr military purposes, as it couunands the a])proach to the harbor from the .sea. A barrack, 
two ancient block houses, and a dismounted battery, once u.sed tor saluting, and a militar>- gra\eyard, are all 
that remain of its former military .strength. A portion of the island has been placed at the disposal of the city 
tem]>(iraril_\- for a public i)ark and recreation ground, and i:; the favorite resort of the working-classes on .Sun- 
days and holida\s. It is also a great jilace ibr athletic games and sports, picnics and national societies' celebr.'i- 
tions. There are swimming baths, belonging to the Montreal Swimming Club, on its south-eastern shore. It 
is easy of access by ferr_\-, and is the most delightftd breathing-])lace that could ])<.■ imagined for a great citw

|0 ^rontrcal uiiquL'stioiial)ly boloiii^s the honour of beins^ tlie most distinctively Canadian 
oit\-. Fiiiaiieially the slionoest, eoniniercially the greatest, and in popuhilioii the hirgest, 
witli its niinL;ling of nationalities and associations of historical and romantic interest, 
it oflers a field for all interested in the stud>' of Canadian life and methods such as 
is not duplicati'd within the boundaries of the broad Dominion. Here is the great 
centre of wealth and business, and, as a natural result, also the great centre of sports 
an<l pastimes. Montreal's strong rival, Toronto, is rapidly striding forward, and is 
already disputing with lusty strength for supremacy. In some branches of sport the 
Queen City of Ontario actually leads her .stately sister of the Province of 
Quebec ; but to Montreal yet must be awarded the palm, all points considered, 
and here alone may the stranger obtain a true idea of Canadians at tluir best 
and intelligently observe the manifold means of recreation of one of the most 
sporl-lo\iiig nations of the world. 

The tvpical Canadian is naturall\- a sturdy, fearless, self-reliant fellow, a born athlete, 
al)le to hold his own with all comers in so far as natural ([ualifications go. 

The fame of the men of Montreal is widespread, and one of the opinions most fre(|Uentlj' 

expressed by visitt)rs is that our city ])o.ssesscs as fine looking a body of young men as a 

critical judge might wi.^h to .see. This does not reflect unfavourably ui>on other Canadian 
cities. The typical Canadian, no matter where his home may be, is a man of superior 
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physique, — only in Montreal, the greatest centre, it is more readily noticeable. Yonng Canada 

is as good as the best, let them come lYom wiiere they ma\-. vSeorning to l)e a mere prize-winning 

machine controlled by the directorate of some powcrtnl athletic club, it is comparatively seldom 

that he undergoes the .severe training necessary to enable him to fairly meet athletes who are 

professionals in everything but name, hence he is seldom found figuring prominentlv in great 

athletic contests — that is. as a Canadian. But search the reccn'ds of the deeds of the kings of 

brawn and muscle ; trace the jiedigrees of sonie of the giants who stri\-e for the liDnuur of 

leading American athletic associations, and here and there will be found Canadians wlio are 

not oid\- leading men. but unconcpieralile cliampions in what they have undertaken. 

Still, the nund)er of Canadians who follow athletic sports to ;ni\ where near the .semi- 
professsional limit is comparatively small. I<o\ing sport for sport's sake, taking to it as naturally as a duck 
takes to water, and generally excelling in whate\er brancli of it his taste faxours, the Young Canadian 
seldom allows his inclination in this direc-tion to lead liim be\ond a wry moderate distinction. His hardy 
constitution and powerful frame are due to his lo\e of out-door esercise and healthy mode of living, and he 
races, or plays this or that game, or developes iiis nuiscks principally for ftni. He is a manly man in 
the best .sense of that term, and is generally (piile ])repared to accept a man's higher resijonsibilitiis at 
an early age. He is businesslike in his idias. heuce he .soon realizes that business, not play, should rule, 
and that if lu; intends to make his mark in some honourable occupation, lie cannot 
devote tlio best years of his life to the pursuit of athletic fame. This is the reason 
why so many promising men de.sert the ciuiler path, the weight-throwing and other 
branches of sport just at the lime when they are a]iproaching their l)est form, and 
\\nen,had they remained in the field, their chances for the highest honors were 
almost certainties. But thev do not lose tlieir lo\-e of sjort. Th;it is a national 
characteristic and boun<l to assert itself until their rai'e is run. It sliows in their 
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infaiio\- and cliiij^s to them tlinmj^hoiil llic years. Their lives are ever tiiiiL^ed with tliis love of freedom and 
manl\- methods. In their grandly ])ictiire.s([ue land tlie\-. jierliaps insensil)l>', ilraw \'ery near to Natnre's 
heart, their recreations are as healthlni as tiie l)reatli of their own pine forests, as j^nre as the sparklini:; 
lloods of tiieir own hroad streams. Xor are \vliat may he termed the hardier sports, fa\ored solelv 
liy the sterner .sex. The \-omis;' women of Canada join heartil\- with their l)rothers in i>astime, and 
follow eai;;er!\' e\er\- jiath that a womanly \v(jman may follow sai'ely and modestly and 
with real I)en(.fit. I'ii^ures (if willow\- i;race, lithe and snpi)le as jianther^. may he 
seen in hnndreds at every gathering;- of \<nni,t^ ])eople, or njion the iironienades, at 
the tennis conrts, re.^attas, etc. Tin\- hands, whose shapeliness is not marred 
hy tan, .i^rasj) the raecpiet, the oar, the juddle, or the tront-rod, with the ,i;rii) 
of the expert.

ing the entire catalogue. .\non. afield with rifle and gun, or following the 
clanging music of the jiack jiressing their fox, riding as true to their line as did 
their ancestors o\-er sea. A few \eai'- more and soberer tastes jirefer the salmon 
and trout rods, the skate is dis])laced by the curling stone, tile lacrosse field forsaken 
for the golf or bowls, until at last there conies a time when frames, grown portly and 
locks bleaclu-d white, are grouped within the " Clrand Stand" aiul ol<l eyes glance 
kindly down upon sons and grandsons struggling stouth- with crosse or leatlier-co\-ered 
bladder, as the \eterans did iu the by-gone da\s. To thoroughly understand the 
Canadian's de\-otion to out-door sports, a stranger should s])eud one entire \ear in and 
about Montreal, lor eacli season h:is its iiastinies. The climatic changes ])re.sent such 
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broadly difTering conditions thai every l)ranch of si)ort can l)e followed in tnrn and every month of the 
year enjoyed. Summer sees a host of different craft afloat at Lachine and other points along the noble 
St. Lawrence. Yachts, skiffs, canoes, racing shells, etc., are utili/'.ed during every spare inomenl at the 
different U)calities for summer residence, while cricket, tennis, golf, football, liowls, (pioits and every summer 
game, .save baseball, has its staunch sujiporters. During .s])ring and autumn foolhall, 
uidball, rac([uets, racing, fox-hunting, fishing, shooting, etc., all claim prominence in 
turn, while from the time the turf is fit to run on in the sjiring, until the Xo\-einber 
ows co\er it, a dozen or more clubs are i)ractising constanth- at the redmun's ancient 
istime, Canada's national game, lacrosse. Here it is followed with a whole-.souled 
enthusiasm that cannot be found in any other Canadian city or town, not even exce]it 
ing lacrosse-loving Toronto, for nowhere else is such widespn id interest evinced, in 
this, the peer of all out-door games. But it is during the winter months that Montreal 
shows to the greatest advantage as a centre for outdoor sports. Blessed, as a rule, 
with a i)lentiful snowfall and a wintr_\- climate, .seldom broki'ii by excessi\-e varia- 
tions o( temperature, the characteristic amusements of snowshoeing, toboganning, 
curling, skating and hocke\-, fionrish as the\' can fiourish nowhere else. Winter 
is here a .season of uninterrupted jollity. Any Saturday afternoon, during the wintiT 
l)ro])er, the gue.st at the "Windsor" enjoys 
an excellent opportunity for observing .something of Montreal's 
snow-]iastinies. First comes the " Drive," in which the city's 
wealth and fashion take great interest. .Sleighs of all descrip-

ningnificeut sheet of ic ■. Ihnulreds are on the ice — some walt/ing, some s])eediug swiitlx' round and round, 
and otlurs ])irformiug the graceful e\-olutions of fuiished skater;;. Hundreds more throng the 
sp.acions prom-.n.ide. from which \antage ground they study the iioi.'try of motion as exemplified by 
a world's champion, or ;i ciiu])leof dozen of lail\- aiul gentlemen i-xperts, in what is undeniabK' 
one of the nidsl beneficial of exercises and the most graceful known. Judgi.-d fairly, the ladies an- 
certainl\- the better sk, iters.

The \isilor is ]]articularl\' firtuuate if opporlunit\- is afforded for a sight of one 
of the grand fincy dress gatherings which are luld a t-ou])le of times every winter at 
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this rink. Then Imlf ;i tliousand or more skaters j^ather for an cveuinLj's amusement,— the vast rink is 
gorgeous witli streamins^f l)anners ami countless Chinese huiterus and ahla/e with electric lis;hts. lv\-ery 
imaginable costume has a wearer amouLj the molle\- thronj;-. Ko\alty greets ])()\-ert\- geiiiallv', a stately 
duchess walt/es with a "had man" from the ])rairie, the lady ahhess tlirts with the court 
jester, the sweet girl graduate listens smilingly to the sulphurous com])liments of the Devil, 
the severe divine relaxes in the presence of the ([ueeu of the hallet, the redskin chums 
with the Norman haron, the old trappeur with good (jueeu Bess, the habitant with 
Desdemona. It is one great kaleidoscope of brilliant coloring, a cra/>- (piilt of odd 
designs, a li\ing torrent of swaying, cur\'ing, gayly attired figures and a s])ectacle not to 
b,o witnessed outside of the walls of the \'ictoria Rink. 

A liocke\- match between an\' two of the prominent teams of the countr\- will alM) 
greatly interest all admirers of nuudy skill. Only good skaters and men of nerve 
can excel in it, for it fre([uenll\' necessitates rough, fast and lougcontiiuied work. vSwift 
.skating, lightning dodges, and close, hard checking of opjionents, are essential to 
success, and good judgment and a well-controlled tem])er are needful (|ualifica- 
__ tions. l"alls are frequent naturallx', but it is seldom an>' serious damage results, 

^ and the game is ^•ery t'xciting. 

Tiiere ar(' manv oilier rinks in the cil\ , some dexoted ])riiici])all\- to skating, where the 
fancy dn.'.ss eutertaiiuueiits are only second to those at the \'ictoria, an<l where a number 
of important hockey matches are decided. Others again are the centres where i>romiuent 
curling inatclus are held, and at these the visitor may glean from the noise of the cajitains 
and the shouting, the sa\-our of haggis and greens, etc., Imw strong is the Scottish element 
among the leading men of Montreal. 

One of the most iulluential of organizations of its nature in America is the Montreal

of s])ort ha\'e been an'iliate<l by the M.A.A. A., it is a strongly representati\'e organization 
and a model of its kind. The beantifnl grotnuls of tlie association are located in Cole St. 
Antoine. The\' occnpy a most adxanlageous site and are surpassed by few, if any, ri\als. 
The grounds of the Sh.amrock Lacrosse Club are near bv, and upon those two roomv 
^^^^ S(iuares of close green turf are fougiit out the championship games of lacrosse. 'I'he 
•^" M.A.A. A. groiuids have a fine cinder track, club rooms, etc., and in the .sea.son an innntiise 
crowd .sees the decision of championship amateur athletic e\'ents, and, not infre(|uently, some 
genuine record-smashing. The rendezvous for the snowshoeing contingent of the association is 
the Athletic Clid) House behind the mountain. This is quite an im])osing structure, .and many 
and many a jollv ])art\' has assend)led beneath its hospitable roof. 

No guest at the Windsor should omit to visit the I'ark Toboggan Slide and enjoN- an 
exjierience of a sport that is brought to perfection onlv in Canada. One's initial trial of a 
toboggan occupies very few .seconds, but the memory of it lasts a long time. \'ou are at 
the sunnnit of the great slide, and below you, at a frightful angle, extend the chutes ; beyond 
them a ])olished course, finally lost in a waste of snow. (lood-looking young men and lovely 
girls, all garbed in the becoming blanket suits and wearing moccasins, are all around you, and 
a voice asks you would you care to slide. Uright e\es and merr\' smiles confuse _\()u ; sweet 
voices tinV-.le in \<)in- ears and lull your susjiicions, — the magic of the no\-el scene o\er]i()wers 
you.

In 
Montreal tliere is ever\- day and nii;lit soimthinj; of 
tliis sort j^'oing on, and tiie <|nestinn is not wiiat to 
do or wliere to go, Imt wliicli of many attractions to 
select. 

Medical men who have studied climatic conditions 
and ol)ser\ed the effects of Canadian out-door winter 
s])orts on the human heini;', are unanimous m the 
o])inion that no prescri])tion known to science can 
lirodnce effects on body and mind so thorou.Lihl\-. i)er- 
nianently beneficial as these sports. Here miasma and 
imdari.i are unknown. The air is clear, cold, dry, 
inire. More bracin.i; than that for the enjoyment of 
wliicli men climb to the ])eak- of lol't\ mountains. 
It is continuously so, too, for when the I.ord of Winter 
forsakes his h\|ierborean home to take up his residence 
in Montreal, he comes to st,\\ , 'I'here is nothing of the

with him. (ireat facts which those who never lived 
in Catiada ma\- find some ditlicult\ in belie\-ing, but 
which are onl\ iiuidents among the man\ wonders 
of a Canadian winter.

But thf a(lvantagf> of tliL- climate of Montrfal over thai of 
southern cities are not ir.ore stron<,d\ marked than o\er tlie cities 
situated in tlie middle region. The log, and dust, and damp, and 
dri/./le which go by the name of winter in most American cities, 
where the skies seem to have the grippe and tile earth the astlima, 
liresent a contrast to winter in Montreal, more empli.itic even than 
the vellow-jack and malaria of the tropics. The worst tliin>' in 
Montreal is an occasional snowstorm. The January thaw has 
liecome a tradition. This absence of dismal v.eather and the ne- 
cessity for exercise which the climate impo.ses, renews the strength 
and nuinhood of those enfeel)led 1)\ long residence in hot and un- 
liealthy countries. I'.ut the great boast of the Canadian winter is 
tlial it acts as a cosmetic on ladies' complexions, iircser\es their 
natural loveliness and gives a glow as of \-outh to cheeks faded 
and wiinkled ])y age. 

.\11 this, it will readil\ be understood, induces to strength of 
character, and when spring returns, the sojourner returns to his 
southern home, a new being with a fresh lea.se of life, strong in 
chest and lind), buoyant with Impe and self-reliance. 

Considering all these things, it is not surjirising that the tide 
of winter travel to Canada, especially to Montreal, shotdd be on 
the increase ever\- \ ear, for the snow of Canada is a warm and 
kindly blanket and those who sleep beneath it rise with better 
livers, ligiiter hearts, clearer heads and stronger constitutinns.

Tlicrc arc iiiaiu' hcautitul roads for (lri\'iiig arDund Montreal, all leading to places ol more or less 
interest according to the taste of the traveller. The most noted are : Monnt Royal I'ark, already descrilied ; 
Siierbrooke street, famous for its palatial jirivate residences ; to Lachine, affording many lovely views of 
surrounding scenery : Sault-au-Recoliet, where tiic Convent of the Sacred Heart is situated ; to Hlue Hoiniets, 
and to Ilochelaga, where new and immense docks are expected to he built. 

Other jilaces there are that would well repay the short necessary journey, liy rail or steamboat, among 
which may be mentioned Longueuil, Lajirairie, Caughnawaga, IJoucherville, Varenues, iSl. Hilaire, Heheil, 
Chambly, lierthier, Vercheres, Contrec(eur, Sorel, Hout de I'lle, vSt. Taul I'luiuite. L'Assomption, Ste. .Xnne's, 
Oka. and i^arillon. Indeed the banks of the river, on both .sides, are lined with villages, an>- o'le of which

Deep historic interest attaclies to 

I.acliiiie, u Iiieli still contains several 

huildinj;- dating from the days of 

La Salk Chief among them is the 

old stone lions •, bnilt by himself as 

his home on the small estate he had 

ac(|uired from the Seniinarv, abont 

the year 1(166. This building is 

sixty feet, fronting on the Lower 

Lachine Road, and abont thirty feet 

deep, one .story and a half high.

use ', foi uiher purposes than those for which it was originall>- intended. This is undoubtedly the oldest 

building in Canada, and, while it is a landmark ilear to the lover of the heroic in our history, it >hi)uld be 

no less an ()])ject of interest to all Americans. Indeed this localitv, with its associations, its landmarks, 

its scenery, mu.st forever be proloundly interesting to travelers. 

During the four years La Salle lived there, he conceived and ])laiuie(l the great work of his life. Per- 
h.'ips before leaving iM-ance he had thon.^ht of .schemes of di.scovery. I'ut it was within sound of these 
rushing, thundering r.,i)ids that he matm-ed them, gathered his stores, constructed his canoes, selected his 
companions and fiu.ally took leave of civilization to ])lun,ge int<i the mysterious wilderness among savage 
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triliL-s. We can trace his (-oursc almii; tlic lakes rind rivers of llie north anil west, and, what is, i)erliaj)s, 
one of the best jiroofs of his i;enins, we may observe lh;il where he estahlislied liis jiosts alonj; the route 
he followed, i;reat cities hax'e arisen, .\lter generations luue thus confirmed the wisdom of liis selections. 
At Ciiicaj;(), vSl, I^ouis, and along down the Mississippi, where he had marked the future path of civilization, 

are t'ities now i;reat and i)0])ulous. Hut I<a Salle 
wa.s not tile first luiropean who had jjushed into 
the wilds of the West. Pere Caron, a Jesuit priest, 
was the first to ascend the (Ktawa as a missionary, 
after Champlains famous jfjurney. Still more in- 
trei)id in the extent of his \'oya!;e was Jean Nicolet, 
who diseo\-ere(l Lake Michit;an in ifi,i4. I''ather 
.^[ar(|uette and Louis Joliette. a (Juehec fur trader, 
jieiielrated across Wisconsin to the Illinois Ri\-er in 
i07,V La .Salle and Tonti followed in if>7o. and 
were the real discoxerers of the Mississippi. All 
these and manv more missionaries and explorers 
took their departure from Lachine, then the most 
western outpost of settlement and, thont^h their 
names are more intimately associated with the t'arly 
histor.v of the Western States, this spot must ever 
remain sacred in liislor\- as the jioint from which 
Christianity jind civilization were carried into what is imw the ( '.reat-West and uni\er.sally known as the 
,t;ranar>' of the world.

Two centuries have jjassed awa\' and the wilderness, which he was the first white man to traverse, has 
liecome transformed hy the nin^ic of modern labor, enterpri.se and science, into the mo.st magnificent empire 
ol' freedom and jirogress. (irand as ma\ have been the dream of !,a Salle, it was Imt a iaint glimmer 
compared to the reality that ma>' now he seen ever\wliere along his path from the village of I.achine to the 
upper great lakes and down to the mouth of the Mi,s.sissip])i at New Orleans. Now, howe\er, it is the 
spot from which man> thousands of tomists every year take boat to enjo_\ the uuique ,seiisation of running 
the Machine Rr.pids. Those travelers who come to Montreal by the steandxiats through Lake Ontario and 
the f.iirv land scenerv of the Thousand I.-lands, "njoy the sight of a panorama uneipialled for lieautx and 
variety in an\ ]>art of the world, including the descent of these rapids the most delightful, exciting and 
withal jiert'ectly safe adventure an\- tra\eler coidd undertake. Many able pens ha\e attempted to describe 
the sublimit) of thi' scene and the bated-breatli sensations of terror and delight felt b\- all who make this trip. 

Those who do nnt come to Montreal b\ boat tVom the west ma\-, during the suinnu'r montlis, take the 
train to I.achiue \ illagi an\ morning or evening. Tlie boats put in there for tin i)nrpose of acconunodating 
such \isitors. Having got on board and laktii a position on the upjier dei-k, the tourist feels himself gliding 
out on the stream au'id a jiecidiar silence, as if the awe of a fe.ul'ul expeiiation had its effect u])on the wateis 
as Weil as tlu- hum.ui beings b\ whom he is accomi)anied, and which is nllected in the countenances he 
sees about him. Oraduallx the banks of the river on either side assume a wilder, more grim and sa\age 
aspect. The rocks, tlad with trailing i-reejiers and the banks crowned with their lordly elms, rise sheer 
from the river, which now seems to seize the xesstl with a giant grip from below and hurry it forward with 
e\er increasing speed. In former tinns the steanur used to lie to off the ani'ient and hi-toric Imliaii village 
of Canghnawaga for a tew minutes to take on board the Inxpiois jiilot, who, in the lull costume of his tribe. 
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would foiiK- olT in a 1)aik canoe to j^uick- tlit' vesst-l in its Perilous (ks(i.nl of tlii' lapiils. Hut llie 
old Indian who, for many years, ])ertornied this interesting eerenion\-, whose portrait alwavs oecniiied 
a i)la(e ainon>j[ the souvenirs of Montreal, has heeii slathered to his fathers, and the more prosaie, Imt 
not less eajiahle, white man has taken his ])laee, and the boat ,n<"-'^ "" 'ts wa\- without sloppini; as

The journe\ down the St. Lawrence, from Montreal to (Juehec, in one of the 
l)alatial steamers that ]ily on this route, is as pleasant a trip as could he taken 
an> where in America. 

Leavinj; MoiUreal, usually in the evening, we tirst pass I.onguenil, a small 
\illage on the south hank, and the summer residence of man\ Montrealers. 
Kongueuil is memorable in history for the repulse of deneral Carleton in 1775 by 
the Americans. A little down on the north shore is Kongue I'ointe. At a di.s- 
tance of nine miles from Montreal we see I'ointe-aux-Trembles, Ibunded 
in I '174. Here is one of the old French churches, built in 17111). Soon 
afterwards we hiid oursehes among the Islands of Hoticherxille. These 
islands are mostly low and flat, with \ery shallow water among them, and 
a thick growth of reeds and weeds, aflbrding excellent duck shooting 
and i>ike fishing, but wanting in scenerv from their extreme tlatiiess. 
Here it is that the ice grounds, on the break uj) of winter, occasion- 
ally causing an imuidation. At a di.stance of fifteen miles we i)ass 
N'areiines. one of the most prettily situ;ited jilaces between Montreal and 
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yuebec. It lies with tlit- St. I.awrciKX' in front and tiic Richelieu in its ar. Mineral s])rin>;s of j^reat 
virtue are situated here. At a distance of forty miles we pass Herthier. on the north shore. op])osite 
to the entrance of the Richelieu, and to numerous islands similar to those of Houcherville, till five miles 
farther down, at the junction 
of the Richelieu, we arrive at 
Sorel. lately rai.sed to the di^^. 
nity of a city. This ])lace was 
once called William Henry, 
after William I\'., who, when 
in the navy, and lyiuj; off 
Quebec, visited this place, 
cominjr np in iiis \es.sel to 
Lake St. Peter, whence he 
took a small boat uj)war(ls. 
It stands on the site of the 
fort, ])reviousl\- mentioned as 
having been built i)y De Tracy 
in 1665, and was for man>' 
>ears the summer residence of 
successi\e go\ernors of Can- 
ada. Tliere is splendid snipe 
shootini; in this neiijliborliood 
in October, and very <;oo(l 
fishins; all throuj;h the >ear 
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ainoiiK ill* miiiKiotis islands wliit-Ii hen.- stud llif surfarc of tlii.' lixx-r. Ahoiit (\w iiiik'S fiirthfr down, iIk- 
rivLT (.ximnd- inl<i a vast slicit of water, aliout tW(.nt\- fiw miles lonj; ami nine niiies hroad, wliich is known 
as Lake St. IVltr. 

Tliis laki- i-- lor tin.' most jiarl (|nil<- sliallow. lxciI)! in tin- rlianiR'l, wliii'h has lifcn drcilj^cd so as to 
enalik- Ihv larnvsl oct-an slt-amt-rs to ])ass uj) and down without dill'ictdty. In jiassinj; through this lake the 
traxeler is sure to see sexeral rafts on their way downwards. 'I'he s(ini;s of the raftsmen were once a delij;hl- 
ful meloily on tiiese waters, hut the towini; system has done away with muih of the old romance of the river. 
I'a.ssinn the mouth of the St. l-'raneis, whiih llows in from the Ivastern Townships, near which is a 
settlement of the Alienai|uis Indians, we arrive at the cit>' of Three Ui\ers. situated on the north shore of 
the St. Lawnnce, at the mouth of the St. Maurice River, which here separates into three channels, whence 
the name of the city is derived, and 1\ in,:; ahout midway hetween Ouehec and Mcmtreal, hein^j ahout ninety 
miles from either of two cities. This is a most interesting place in many res])ects. Ik-njainin 
Suite, the I'rench Canadian poet and historian, has worked its mines of historical lore to 
nohle uses, and given it a fame greater than its hnnher and iron industries could ever 
achieve. The I'rench hegan the smelting of iron here as early as i;.',;. 'I'liree Rivers 
is the See of a Roman Catholic hislioiiric. The cathedral is a slatelv edilice, and the 
neighborhood is rich in associations to an\ one who cares to explore them. 

<)ppo>iie Tiuee Rivers i- i)oucel'-. Landing, the terminus of the .Vrthahaska .ind 
Three Rivers branch of the (irand Trunk Railway, tlius keeping this section easy of 
access from the south, as the iailwa> on the north shore does on the other side. Here 
we max he said to he at the head of title water, the home of the Tomnu-cod lisher\ . 
Continuing oiu' journev , we pass liatiscan, called after a famous Imlian chief known to 
* the first settlers: then Ste. Anne and the Ja.-(|ues-Carlier river, after which the land on 
' the ri\'er hanks hegius to rise. ])reseiiting a more hold and i>icHnes(|ne appearance a> we 
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near niu'hcc. St. Aumistiiu- iiiul St. Aiitniin.-. two jirflty villai^t-s. arc- soon pa.sscil. ami tlie inoiitli of tlic 
Cliaiidiire is tlii.' iR'xt ol)j(.it ol' iiilcrist. Ikiw sonic twcIvL' or inon.' miles Ironi (Jiieliec, in the scchision of 
the woods, are tiie fails of the Chaudiere, a river wiiieh, tlowinj^ llirou);h the anriferons district of the 
Ivastern 'rownships, and ahonndin^ throuijh its toiirse of one hundred miles in rapids, precipitates itself 
downwards over a hundred feel into a roeky and cliaotic hasin, where, during the spring' Hoods, the roarinji 
of the waters and the fantastic clilTs and hedges on either side combine to made a deep im])ression on the mind. 
Continuing our wa\ , we come to I'ointe Levis, nearly opposite Ouehei-, on the south-western shore. 
Mefore us is the grand gate 
wa\' of the St. Lawrence, 
the famous Citadel of One- 
hec, with its majestic mem 
orics of mystery, advent- 
ure, \ictor.v and defeat. 
The liattle grouud where 
Wolfe won for Lngland, 
and tile Celto-Iirit tanic 
race, the iilimital)le domin- 
ion of tile Nortli and West. 
Here we must take leave of 
tile kindly traveler wlio has 

accomp.inied us so far on our pleasant journex'. Hut in tiiecity ofOiie- 
l)ec and its many surrounding attr.'ictions lie will find niucii to deligiit 
and amuse iiim. 'I'liougli we jiart. liowever, llie ])laie of our part- 
ing is tile spot wliere the romance of northern Xortli America l)egins. 
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I'rom tliesf hit;li clifl's ntid from uiKk-r tlifSf ^rcy old walls the first pioiit-crs of what is now the j,'rnnary 
of the world, Weill forth into tiie uiikiiown wilderiiesx. I''iom this aiiti(|iie city also (lei)arted the first 
missionaries carr\iii.n the cross of salvation to distant trihes and nations. Mtit that which must forever K'^'*-' 
yiiel)ec its chief claim to tlie attention of the traveler is its historical battle- field. It is impos.sihle to stand 
here and relleit on the niomeiilons coiiseinieiices of Wolfe's victory withont feelinj; the inllnence of the spirit 
of the scene, or invoUintarily repealiiit; the lines whicli the hero, whose j^eiiins was destined to change the 
destiny of a continent, repeated, as he floated down thi> river on the eve of oiu- of the most decisive battles 
in history :

lUit ]ihi!oso])lnc inelaiuholy in those days j;ives wa>' at <Jnebec to more joxfnl iiiflneiices, for it is one of 
the most delij;litfnl i)laces socially to be found anywhere in the world. Whether it be snninier or winter, 
the people of the Ancient Capital take full enjoyment out of life and strive to make the straiij^er feel at home. 
Founded by Samuel De Chaniplain, A.D. KxiS, nearly three centuries have given the t'ortress city a history 
rich in material for the philosopher, the poet and the romancer. Anioiii; the records, associations, and 
scenes tlius bniut^ht toi;etlier. the traveler, if so iiuliiied. may find endless fields for research, actiuaintance- 
ship or ol)ser\ation. Anioii}; liiese we will now leave him, happily located, and willing, no doubt, to accept 
as his further guide to the Tourists' Mecca and (libraltar of America, the gem souvenir book. Illustrated 
Quebec, a companion volume to Illustrated Montreal.
